BRITAIN MAY RULE 


HORSES OFF ROAD 
TO SPEED TRAFFIC 


{Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
LONDON, Sept. 13.—The British 
ministry of transport is considering 
an inquiry into the state of London 
traffic, with special reference to de- 
lays caused by horse drawn vehicles. 
These have been increasing in the 
last two or three years, owing to the 
realization of large users that for 
some purposes horses are more eco- 
nomical than automobiles. 

The total loss in London, due to 
traffic delays, is estimated at $200,- 
000,000 annually. The problem is com- 
plicated by British law, which gives 
the horse and pedestrian exactly the 
same right on the roads as any other 
traffic. a 
It is believed that new legislation 
will be mecessary if it is found ex- 
pedient to exclude horse traffic from 
certain or all streets at certain hours. 
If legislation is undertaken it is prob- 
able that it also will curtail the right 
of vedestrians.

KIPLING AND HIS KING. 
The failure of successive British ministries to 
give marked recognition to Rudyard Kipling has 
remained for us one“of the mysteries of British 
public life. If Alfred Tennyson deserved a 
barony, Kipling deserved one or something bet- 
ter. We are not comparing their | 
as mere literature, but as) public service. Kip- 
ling brought the British empire into the common 
emotion and imaginatiéh of his people, driving 
home with a sincere and moving eloquence the 
great lesson that little they knew of England who 


only England knew. In poetry and prose of genius 
he celebrated the heroism and sacrifice of the 


nameless men upon whose shoulders rest the 
proud edifice of the British raj. He sublimated 
the passion of empire and his voice must have 
brought a comfort and inspiration beyond price to 
many a servant of the empire in hours of lonell- 
ness and discouragement. He taught a genera- 
tion to think and feel imperially and he taught it 
also a just pride in the best of British race »char- 
acter. It was an extraordinary service, worth 
more than many battalions or battleships, and the 
American patriot must envy England such a re- 
sourte of national strength. What Shakespeare 
did for the English patriotism of the great days 
of Elizabeth, Kipling in his.own way did for the 
age of Victoria and her successors. No one can 
say how much this meant to the empire in the 
_ ordeal of the world war, but it meant a great deal. 
Therefore, the failure to recognize Kipling’s 
service has been, as we have said, a puzzle, not 
so strange during a Liberal government, since 
imperialism is suspect in Liberal theory at least, 
but noteworthy in a Conservative régime. And 
now an explanation is offered which, if it be true, 
throws a revealing ray upon the cheracter of 
royalty and its persistent influence in British 


public affairs. We realize, of course, that royalty 


without dignity is royalty moribund. “The dig 
nity that doth hedge a king” is of the essence of 
kingly authority. 
stroy a prince, but lese majesty slays kingship. 
We understand then why any phrase that seemed 
to show a certain lack of careful regard for the 
‘ somewhat ponderous majesty of Queen Victoria 
might offend and even alarm the representative of 
@ dynasty whose security leans considerably in 
these democratic days upon her reputation. Per- 
haps calling her the “ Widder of Windsor” was not 
the act of @ courtier, but a sense of democratic 
realities, to say nothing of that saving sense of 
humor which should keep even a king in a world 
of @ue proportion,- would have prevented the fam- 
ily of Guelph from taking undue offense.

Say Chemistry. May Offer: 
Better Attack. 


Swampscott, Mass., Sept. 13.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Chemists working in the Ster- 
‘ling chemistry laboratory at Yale uni- 
versity have discovered that a non- 
living substance may be the cause of 
tubercular growth. ' 

Thus these chemists may open up 


in the search for an immunizing 
agent. The problem is now being 


worked out and may lead to new 
developments in the treatment of tu- 
berculosis. This makes it interesting | 
to recall that the modern theory of | 
germs causing diseases and the use 
of antitoxins were due to the work | 
of the great French chemist, Louis 
Pasteur. 

The work at. Yale was reported to- 
day by Prof. R. J. Anderson at the 
meeting of the division of biological | 
chemistry of the American Chemical | 
society, which is having its sessions 
this week at the new Ocean house 
here.

“The experiments are only in the 
earliest stages,’ Prof. Anderson de- 
clared, “‘and no predictions can be 
made. But the first steps have been 
successful, and they have been able 
to establish certain principles on 
which a series of experiments can be 
made. All we can say is that there 
are possibilities, with prospects of suc- 
cess in developing an immunizing 
principle, which is the objective of 
our experiments.”

Turkey raisers will find that it will 
pay to feed corn to their birds this 
fall in preparing them for the holiday 


corn and he who has both turkeys 
and corn is fortunate. Corn will like- 


ly bring more by feeding it to turkeys 
than sold as corn for cash. 


There is not a fattening grain grown 
in this county that beats corn as a 
feed for turkeys. But feeding experts 
warn that corn must be fed cautious- 
ly in the fall. It is especially neces- 
sary to use great care in feeding new 
corn to turkeys. Veterinarians find 
that new, soft or frozen corn often 
causes digestive trouble and turkeys 
may even die from eating such corn. 

Turkeys may be fattened in a roomy 
shed or barn. They should be given 
a finishing feed about a month or 
more before they are marketed, accord- 
ing to some experienced turkey fatten- 
ers.

The ration is made by mixing 60 
pounds of corn with twenty-five 
pounds each of wheat and oats. The 
amount of corn may be gradually in- 
creased up to the last week, when corn 
alone is fed. There also is a big crop 
of barley and for those feeding tnrkeys 
on the northern fringe of the corn belt 
barley may profitably and safely be 
used to the extent of twenty-five per 
cent of the ration.
